right down from Calcutta, and that is popularly 
understood to be the. policy of the Uritish 
Government, whics is building a railway in 
the federated Malay States, which may 
ultimately bé linked up with the Burmese 
Sistem.” 

We were principally in a group of States 
called Patani, about 70 miles north of Kelan- 
tan, The Siamese have only within the lsat six 
or seve» years assumed direct control in this 
province which previously had been suled hy 
native Malay rajahs, who tender purcly nominal 
allegiance to Siam, but were not interfered with 
in any way in their government of the States, 
these rajahs; however, resent having direct, or 
more or less civilised, control over them, They 
are not atlowed to treat the revenues ats if they 


were their own private property, and if they 
inurdered any of theif subjects they would be

Siamese, and refusing to sign 
the rules. was thereupon deposed and deported 
to a district north of Bangkok. All this was 
done without the least dis!urbance of any kind 
whatever, which showed that the people could 
not have had any substantial grievances to 
complain of.
